" After tlie Battle." 

Now t lint tho smoke of the roucnt liovco 
contest has lifted uud rolled away, tho 
deal buried and tljo wounded 
packed off for surgical treatment, a few 
words as to tho nature of the strife and 
its effect may bo not unwise at this junc- 
ture. We would premise by saying that 
tho election just over turned more upon 
principle than any previous contest that 
had taken place in this Province. For 
once — and we hope forever — personal pre- 
dilections were sunk, lost sight of, and 
tho battle was fought bo the Reformers 
on the broad platform of "measures not 
men." Ou tho Reform aido we bad 
Messrs. Roscoo and Morton, represent- 
ing the principle of Preservation of the 
Terms of Union with Canada — tho Magna 
Chart a of our liberties. Ou the other 
side wo found Mr. DeCosmos, tho body 
and bones of a small faction who, for tho 
sako of a little temporary advantage, are 
bent on altering those Terms in a way 
that will place us completely at the mer- 
cy of Canada, and Mr. Thomas Harris, an 
eleventh hour convert to tho same cause. 
Against this policy a large majority of 
the people of this oity have entorod n 
solemn protest in tho Houso aud at tho 
Polls, and upon the broad principle of the 
Preservation of tho Terms they have done 
battle agaiust tho combined forces of two 
Governments, and all of what Kossuth 
callod "material aid" which their agents 
could bring to bear to influence the elec- 
tors. Into tho fight tho embodiment of 
the Destruotionists brings tho immon.se 
power of official patronage — some people 
say personal expenditure, too. Men are 
bought liko sheep in tho market. False 
porsoration, intimidation, treating and 
tho most loathsome practices for obtain- 
ing votes are resorted to. Oilicials are 
'marched to tho polls by committeemen 
like prisoners between their guards and 
directed to cast for the man who, of all 
tho other candidates — net excepting TIiop 
Harris — is least fitted to represent the 
Province at Ottawa. The Opposition 
having no otlicial smiles to dispense, no 
fat contracts to bestow, no public money 
to spend, and laboring under tho im- 
mense disadvantage of having two untried 
iiiou as their Btandarub6B,rers,to harry and 
distress tho enemy that they only succeed 
in getting in their chief by a meagre 
majority of four over Mr. Roseoeuud nine 
over Mr. Morton; whilst poor Mr. 
Harris, who at the eleventh hour 
embraced tho Government policy, was 
practically nowhere. More than this. The 
supporters of Messrs Roscoe and Morton 
had a clear majority at every polling divi- 
sion in the city, and met the country votu 
witha solid majority of seventy-two. Think 
of this Reformers 1 In his own city where 
he has "fought, bled and died" for '"six- 
teen years," you vanquished the enemy, 
It was only when he came to tlio country 
where he is least known, that he escaped 
by the "skin of his teeth" from a defeat 
which would have ended forever his poli- 
tical career in this Province. Five votes 
to bridge over the chasm that lies be- 
tween a politician and destruction, is it 
1-i.ust be admitted, a very fragile support, 
nnd ono that tho lightest breath of 
popular opinion would blow away. As 
to the result of the battle, we 
say that tho Reform Party of 
British Columbia have every reason to 
bo proud. Whilo the Province will not 
enjoy the advantage of being represented 
at Ottawa by Mr. Morton (a man of strong 
2)olitical convictions and honesty of pur- 
pose, who, we predict, is destined to 
perform an important part in the politics 
of this country). They have in Mr. Ros- 
coe a sterling and capable man, who will 
watch over and guard their interests as 
his own, and will not fail to keep his eye 
on tho slippery colleague who by cor- 
ruption and bribery has been placed at 
his side. Another cause for gratulation 
is found in tho fact that a powerful Re- 
form Party has been formed, — a Party 
which, with perfect organization and care- 
ful management, uud with sound politi- 
cal principles to guide them, must, be- 
fore long, attain to power and influence 
in the Province

tions! 

In this same district, too, are respecta- 
ble families who enjoy the guardian care 
of those distinguished educational wor- 
thies! Is it not high timo that our fair 
name as a Province was in some wise 
cleared from such an abominable social 
ovil. Lot our educational authorities see 
to it that no such immoral and vicious 
characters arc all&wcd on . our School 
Boards and a discriminating and enlight- 
ened public will sustain their prompt ac- 
tion.

Tho Speaker took the Chair at 11:10 
a. ra.

s> PRIVILEOE. 

Mr. Walkem roao to a question of pri- 
rilego respecting the aiguatuie of ono 
David Opponheiiner to tho People's Peti- 
tion, and said tho word Cariboo wan ad- 
ded in a different handwriting. He could 
Bay that ho had been acquainted profes- 
sionally with one gentleman of that name 
and kuew|that ho was absent from the 
Province at -the time the petition was 
signed, and that his brother had told him 
that there was no one in tho Distict of 
Cariboo who had his power of Attorney 
to sign his name, and as the name was an 
uncommon one thoro waB but ono con- 
clusion left. 

Mr. Smitho thought the only part of 

, tho Hon. Attorney-General's charge 
which called for answer wero tho conclud- 
ing sentences: ''That he thought ho was 
in a position to say that ho did not think 
there was another person of that name in 
the Province" As to the word Cariboo 
buing in a different handwriting that 

P amounted to nothing. It might have been 
addod by tho peraon carrying the peti- 
tion round simply in order to avoid any 
misconception as to whether he was a 

* voter in tho city. Tho Attorney-General 
had made a vory poor caso. 

Mr. Humphreys rose to a quoation of 
privilege rolating to a paragraph in the 
Standard of tho 20th, charging Messrs. 
Kobsou and Humphreys with making 
false statomonts in tho Houso to hinder 
tho election of Mr. DeCosmos and of 
being blackmailers, kc. Tho hon. gentle- 
man said tho proprietors of tho Stand- 
ard ought to bo called to tho bar of the 
Houso and made to prove their statements 
or apologize He would now move that 
the reporters of tho Standard news- 
paper bo oxpelledfrom theHouso. (Cheers 
from tho gallery.) 

Mr. Smithe rose to a question of privi- 
lege and was sorry to see that the report- 
era of the Standard habitually misrepre- 
sented tho remarks of hon. geiitlemon and 
then absented themselves in order that 
they might ^escape the question of pri- 
vilege. Tho whole report of yesterday's 
proceedings was incorrect, as far as he 
was concerned, and ho believed it was 
done purposely in order to misrepresent 
liim to tho country. He was made to say 
that tho amondment of his hon. colloague 
was one-sided. This was false; ho agreot 1 
with it entirely; bo objected t» it only on 
the ground of a point of order and it was 
afterwards withdrawn on that account. 

* Mr. Holbrook objected to members 
•wasting tho time of the House on such 
subjecta. 

Mr. McCreight differed, and said that 
the matter ought not to be ignored. Tho 
articlea referred to reflectod on the House 

* as a whole and on the .Speaker also. If 
it were to go abroad that tho two Mem- 
bers had occupied six hours of valuable 
time in uttering tho blackest falsehoods 
againat tho late Premier, during which 
neither tho Speaker nor the House in- 

«. terfered, he submitted that such remarks 
contained a very heavy censure on tho 
whole House. He had certainly not heard 
anything to justify such language. 

Mr. Mara complained likewise of the 
report of the Standard, wherein ho was 
made to comment severely upon the con- 
duct of Mr. ltobson. He had done noth- 
ing of the kind. 

A long discussion ensued in which Mr. 
Beaven said ho did not think the matter 
worth a moment's consideration. 

Mr. Walkem recalled tho experience of 
six years ago to show that ho had always 
held that such things should not bo no- 
ticed, and advised the same course now. 

Mr. Duck said the complaints came 
with very bad graco from those who hud 
had thoirfull fling at thoGovernm ont for 

* a month or so back. 

Tho Speaker cloaed the subjoct by sug- 
gesting that as the House had expressed 
its opinion on the subject and would 
thereby no doubt effect its object tho 
subject had better be allowed to drop. 

* The House here adjourned for an hour. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Tho Speaker took the Chair at 1:40 p. 
m. 

Second reading of tho 

* TERMS OF UNION AMENDMENT HILL. 

Mr. Humphreys rogrottod that tho ad- 
vices which had come to hand by tho 
last boat had been delayed by tho acci- 
dent, which happened to the steamer. Ho 
found it statod openly and plainly in the 
Canadian papers that British Columbia 
had consented to the policy of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie and that policy was not to con- 
struct tho ruilway. (No.no.) Gentlemen 
might say no, no; but tho tone of the Ca- 
nadian newspapers, taken together with 
Mr. Mackenzie's own utterances, said yos, 
yes. Ho thought that if we insisted upon 
the performance of tho Terms of Union 
and Mr. Mackenzie said ho could not tax 
_ the people of Canada to perform that 
contract, wo could say that thoy could ap- 
ply to the Imperial Government for aid. 
Ho submitted that it v/as tho duty of thitj 
Government to make an application to 
Canada and say that as thoy have m.vlo 
no formal and oflicial renunciation of tho 
terms we should like to seo them fulfilled ; 
and if not, to say what compensation they 
proposed to give. Hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site seemed to think they Lad made a good 
bargain in taking tho SI, 200,000. His 
opinipn was that if a resolution woro pass- 
ed by this House and telegraphed to Mr. 
Maokenzio asking why ho had given us 
the 0250,000 for the dock, ho believed 

* that tho Canadian Premier would say 
that he gavo it us as a full and fair com- 
pensation for tho non-construction of tho 
railway. It was his opinion, also, that if 
wo wished to alter tho Terms wo ought to 
liavo applied first to tho Imporial Govern* 

* mont. No country ovor held such an ad- 
vantage as wo have so long as wo hold 
tho Terms, and tio country over throw 
anoh an advantage away so foolishly as 

^we shall do if wo open up the Tonus, 
Ho maintained that by competing Canada, 
if suoh a thing wore possible, to construct 
that Railway, Unlink Columbia would be 



the best friend Canada ever had, If t his 
work wore long delnyod it in list ultimate- 
ly end in tho absorption of tho Whole Do- 
minion of Canada by tho United States 
[hoar J. Ho moved that this bill be read 
a second timo this day six months. 

Mr. Smitho seconded, and said that ho 
was astonished to fiud tho government 
had so little to say upon tho matter. 
With tho exception of some fow words 
that tho Attorney-General ha\l advanced 
they had not given a reason in favor of 
their policy. He waa much pained to 
hear men who could not or would not any 
anything in tho House find fault in tho 
lobbies with those who could and did nr- 
gue their case in tho House, and toll them 
that it would bo bottc- for thorn to sub- 
mit with a good grace, to tho views of tho 
government. Ho was reminded of the 
fablo of the fox who had lost hia tail. 
Ho would not say that the members who 
were so eloquent in tho lobby had lost 
their tails; but thoy certainly had no tale 
to tell tho House' on tho matter. Ho 
did not know exactly that thoy wished the 
Opposition to loso their tails, but thoy 
certainly would like them to keep their 
tales to themselves [great laughter J. His 
colleague, (Mr. Booth) had been in tho 
district during tho time tho potition was 
gcing round, and had tried to prevent 
its being signed by saying that it was no 
use, and that tho question was decided. 
[Mr. Booth would like to hear the names 
of those whom ho had told this to. J Mr. 
Smitho could and would give them to 
him. [Mr. Booth asserted that he had 
told them the House had no intention of 
altering the Terms J Mr. Smitho remind- 
ed Mr. Booth of his promise when stand- 
ing for election, and ho called upon him to 
fulfil it or resign hia seat. The hon gen- 
tleman wont on to ask why tho govern- 
ment would not submit this question to 
the people. If we set tho Dominion gov- 
ernment the example of altering these 
Terms, they will no doubt follow it and 
will probably alter clause 11. This will 
very likely happen when the House is not 
in session. This our Local government 
will protest against, and at last rinding 
that the Railway clause was after nil en- 
dangered, thoy would refuse to take the 
mouoy and all their grand policy would 
fall through. Ho alluded to tho Canadian 
papers which had been delayed by tho 
non arrival of the steamer North Pacific 
at the usual time, and quoted from some 
of these Canadian papers, showing that 
Mr. Mackenzie had induced the Local 
government of this Province to assist him 
in relaxing the cast iron bonds of the terms 
Mr. ltobson said that unfortunately, 
through tho action of the Government, 
he was afraid ho must say it was necessary 
to search through tho Canadian papers to 
lind out anything about tho matter. Mr. 
Scott, a member of tho Mackenzie Cabi- 
net, had stated that he had received a 
telegram from Mr. DeCosmos. Tho Gov- 
ernment deny all knowledge of anything 
of the kind. Who were wo to believe? 
The telegram sent by Mr. DeCosmos was 
sent by him while he was still a member 
of tho Government and yet tho Govern- 
ment declined to give any information. 
What could wo think but that the govern- 
ment were carrying on some scheme that 
would not bear tho light. Tho hoii. gen- 
tleman said that the papers which arriv- 
ed last night wero full of allusions to tho 
subjoct and road a passage from the To- 
ronto Mail saying "that tho Premier (Mc 
konzie) was at that moment dickoring 
with the politicians of 1 he Pacific Pro- 
vince for a relaxation of tho terms. " The 
hon. member proceeded to read extracts 
from late Canadian papers bearing on the 
subject, and he excused himself for so 
doing by remarking that the government 
had thwarted every attempt to obtain olli- 
cial information. He read extracts frou 
the Mail and other leading journals of the 
Opposition, in which it was clearly stated 
that Mr. Mackenzie is offering the dock 
bonus to British Columbia »s a bribe for 
re. axation of the railway terms. lie also 
read from Government organs, admitting 
that such was tho fact, but justifying the 
act as in the interest of the Dominion. 
The hon. member commented upon these 
extracts, showing how the Opposition 
here had accurately interpreted the poli- 
cy of Mr. Mackenzie. 

Mr. Beaven here said that no member 
of the government had telegraphed to Ot- 
tawa. 

Mr. Robson was bound to believe tho 
hon. gentleman's statement; but if Mr. 
DeCosmos sent them without tho know- 
ledge of his colleagues then ho must have 
done so as tho secret agent of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie,. All the saving clauses in the 
world wore not worth the snap 
of a linger. Ho was Biipportod 
in his assertions by nearly every paper 
in Canada, both Opposition and Minister- 
ial. It was u teless to talk of saving 
clauses; the only plan was to strike out 
all the words after whereas and insert in 
thoir place, "British Columbia scorns to 
accept Mackenzie's bribe." Ho for one 
would contend by (ivory means in his 
power, oven if the bill did pass, to have 
it submitted to tho people. 

Mr. McCreight said wo are told by the 
Chief Commissioner that the Government 
do not intend to alter tho Railway clause. 
Thoy have done thoirboat to persuade us 
thoy are not doing this; but thoy are do- 
ing substantially the same thing. They 
are going to takeover this S'2U0,U0I) which 
would have undoubtedly the effect of re- 
laxing the Terms; ho would not lay much 
stress upon the matter if he .stood alone, 
but he found nearly every legal man in 
tho colony, except the Attorney-General, 
Bhared Jhis views; he believed that many 
eloetoiB had been deceived by tho E. ving 
clauso. A great deal had been said of 
suspicious minds, but he found the press 
of Canada expressing amusement at our 
blindness in not seeing what Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's oilers meant; he mentioned that 
wo ought to keep ourselves carefully 
olear of tho 8200.000 in order to retain 
our right to secede if compelled to do so 
as a last resouroo. Canada knew that when 
she absorbed all the British Provinces of 
North America and agreed to weld them 
together by this Bail way that unless she 
did so she herself would bo absorbed by 
tho American Union, and this was no 
doubt what Sir George Oartier meant 
when ho counselled speed. For his part 
tho moro ho heard of tho matter, tho more 
ho read in tho Canadian papers, tho more 
clear it beoame that there existed good 
grounds for suspicion, and ho concluded 
by saying that this was certainly not the 
timo to do anything to compromise our 
greatest rights and dearest wishes. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Robertson said ho had spoken bo- 
foro at longth upon tho question of policy 
involvod in the Bill under discussion, and 
had explained fully hia views; ho did not 
think it proper now after tho debate had 
boon so protracted, to recapitulate bin ar- 
guments; ho had decided that the only 
oourso open to him waa to abstain from 
voting on tho question. This was an un- 



uslmi thing, but the circumstances in 
which he found himself placed, wero un- 
usual. When the Governor's Speech waa 
under discussion ho had moved an amend- 
ment to tho Graving Dock clause; before 
a division took place, public meetings of 
tho electors were Isold at Esquimalt and 
Parson's Bridge to consider tho Govern- 
ment policy; he had attended both meet- 
ings and gone carefully over tho oubjoct; 
he had also promised to abide by the 
wishes of his constituents in the mattor. 
hia constituents had supported his policy 
on both eecasions; ho had thrown tho 
responsibility on them, and thoy had 
passed resolutions instructing him to 
withdraw his opposition to the policy; ho 
had let his amendment go; since that he 
had on motion to go into Committee of 
Supply, spoken his mind upon the sub- 
ject; but now he was called upon to deal 
with a Bill which approved the Govern- 
ment policy. What was ho to do 
He could nut vote for the bill without 
doing wrong to hia own couvictious, and 
ho could not vote against it without 
breaking his promise. If the division 
were likely to bo a close ono, and hia voto 
would turn it ono way or ths other, his 
position would bo most embarrassing. 
Tho policy involved matters of groat im- 
portance to the country; but it was equal- 
ly important that perfect faith should be 
kept between a member and hia constitu- 
ents. Ho should therefore retire from 
the House and abstain from voting. 

Mr, Walkora attemptedto answer the argument! of 
Mr. ttcOreiujht and others. It.: referred to clause 111 
of tho B.N. A.. Act, which specially provides that no- 
thing in Ihe Act shall affect the riulit of New Briina- 
wlhli In levy Lumber ,lues, ami contended that as New 
Brunswick had since sold this rli;ht eherefore we hail 
a riKht to al ter the Terms. Bo spoke also of the In- 
creased subsidies, iml after n Ions, and labored speech 
Bat down axnhlBt the applausi — of his colleagues, 

Mr. kisrasald but a few words to the effect that 
ha would not trouble th« House with anj discussion 
sbout'the legal poluts farther than to but that there 
seemed t.» be great doubt abnatthem, and he proposed 
to gire Ihu imtry tho benefit of tho don t. He 
weald not vote for the bill unless the Government 
would promise to submit il to the people for ratifica- 
tion and eat down amidst great applause fiom the 
gal Urn a.

LETTER PROM THE CHAIRMAN. 

Nanaimo, Feb. 20th, 187-1. 
EniTon Colonist: —Having observed in 
the Standard of the 18th hist, a report of 
a public meeting held here on tho night 
of the 12th, I declare] the same to bo a 
gross libel on tho community, and a most 
dastardly attack on Mr. Harvey. The 
parties responsible for calling that moot- 
ing, are Messrs. Fawcett, Brydcn, Hamil- 
ton, Harvey, ono or two other whose names 
I cannot now call to mind, and myself, 
and it was at our joint request that Mr. 
Harvey wrote out tho notices conven- 
ing tho meeting. At the meeting Mr. 
Harvey simply took tho position of an in- 
dependent citizen (a position tho proprie- 
tors of that journal might do well to imi- 
tate) ami when called upon to explain 
paragraphs 2 and 12of the Tonus of Union 
ho did not fail to do so as stated by tho 
correspondent of the Standard, but suc- 
ceeded so perfectly as to elicit tho ap- 
plause of tho house. Tho resolution on 
being put was carried with only ono dis- 
senting voice, which was that of n stran- 
ger, who was evidently laboring under a 
delusion as to the object and sonse of tho 
resolution. 

As Chairman I can only say this, that I 
have attended public meetings, not only 
in Victoria,, but in other places, and have 
never seen a mors unanimous and enthu- 
siastic meeting called at such short no- 
tice to express an opinion on matters per- 
taining to the public welfare, since tho 
groat indignation meeting held in Victor- 
ia, in 1859, against the occupation of San 
Juan by tho Americans; and my opinion 
is, that there was only one man in that 
meeting base enough to manufacture such 
an outrage on decency as the report in 
question, and he a Victorian, running un- 
der tho wing of the Standard for Victoria 
District, nor can I relievo my mind of the 
suspicion that the proprietors of the 
Standard knew tho report to ho false when 
they had it set up, and that their pub- 
lishing aueli a report was in some mea- 
sure due to the fact that the late Premier 
got, as ho deserved, at our hands u snub- 
bing, that h« will not soon forgot.

Frightful Accident! five wo- 
men Consumed. 

Rutland, Vr., 20, — Tho citizens of 
Bennington wero startled about 1:30 o'- 
clock this afternoon by a terrific ox- 
plosion, which was heard twenty miles. 
It proved to bo tho explosion of tho gas 
works ou tho premises of H. E. Brad- 
ford & Co.'s Knitting Mills. The gas, 
it seemed, leaked from tho pipes until 
tho air was so charged it took lire from 
tho boiler communicating with the gss 
holder. Tho mill is a one-story brick 
building and the explosion lifted tho 
roof and burst out tho walls of the build- 
ing so that tho roof fell back crushing 
many of tho employes. Tho tiro spread 
instantaneously all over tho building, and 
it was half consumed before tho Are 
could be got under control by tho Firo 
Department. It was a fearful scene. 
Many women, screaming terribly, woro 
inside the building, and it was not in the 
power of any one to help thorn. Beside:; 
the nine or ton known positively to have 
been killed, many wero badly injured. 
Among tho latter are Horotio Fields, 
William Morse, Ada Morse, Harriet 
Morse, Ella Bisscll and Herbert Moon, 
and many others, not however so ser- 
iously. The remains of some of tho un- 
fortunate victims were reduced to a mere 
handful of charred bones, and nothing 
was left to indicate who they were, except 
in tho position in which thoy were found. 
This is the most appalling disaster which

buried in a snow slide near the Gorge on 
the (j-milo creek in the neighborhood of 
Antler Creek. It appears that he was in 
company with "Kansas John" — the men

A mes- 
senger was then dispatched to Barkerville 
with the sad news, which cast quite a 
gloom over the town a party is organiz- 
ing hero to go out and aid in the search, 
(distant from Barkerville about 18 miles) 
It is feared that long ere this poor man is 
dead. Besides the mail and express, it is 
said bo bad considerable treasure in his 
possession at the timo of the accident. 
Mr. Kim bal was an American; he was a 
very woil educated man, and was highly 
esteemed by all who knew him. — Guar- 
dian.

During tin- year help was afforded In the cases of 30 
persons or familli s, the r( lief belngc.iiitlgued in some 
InBtanctiH (where the circumstances calls I for it) dur- 
iup; several mniuhs, and (he Relief Cninmlttee have, 
good reason to believe that the aid rendered has done 
good service and lei -.i applied with duo regard to the 
objects the Society socks to fulfil. 

Amongst the number of those relieved during the 
past your were 2 widows with children, - tradesmen 
and 2 racebamca (with lamlliesl whose reduced cir- 
cumstances had arisen through ill health or other mis- 
fortune. Eleven Indigent persons were assist! d to 
roach their hemes, rind friends, and the Sociuty has 
in thit i respect again to commend the owners of the 
mail gteauicr "Prlncf Alfred" for the readiness invari- 
ably shown by Ihom to further the OUjl cts of the Ko- 
ciety. 

The Ladles Committee (organized and distributed 
over 10 districts, covering the whole ol the Oftj ) have 
proved most useful, and have prevented much delay 
in the administration of assistance from tins to time. 
Ono or two attempts at imposition have tube record- 
ed, which however were met and frustrated; but it is 
gratifying to know that tbe Society's help haB been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known their distress known. 

The good objects of the Bocloty are so broad and 
comprehensive In their character that tiny should 
command the sympathy and support of the well dis- 
posed throughout the Province,, and It Is therolore 
hoped that the receipts of the present year rosy be 
augmented so that the usefulness of the. Hoclcly may 
not in any event bo Jeopardized.
